Discuss Alleged Errors. 


“ In this case the w rit of error is 
an absolute right; a w rit of superse­ 
deas is not an absolute right. 
It has 
been the practice of federal criminal 
prosecution, however, to allow writs 
of supersedeas so as to release pris­ 
oners on bail until the case is finally 
decided on review. 
“ W hile ihe judgment of the trial 
court presumably is correct, yet there 
is a possibility of substantial error— 
error so great that a conviction shot;M 
not. be sus ained. 
For that reason defendants should 
not be subjected to the ignominy of in ­ 
carceration while their cases are be­ 
ing reviewed and writs of supersedeas 
should issue when it is shown that 
they are asked for in good faith and 
not on frivolous grounds or merely 
to delay the progress of justice. 
“ The chief error assigned in this 
case Is that the defendants were tried 
on the theory of a continuing con­ 
spiracy. 
As far as we have been able 
to learn there is no decision which 
definitely considers this point. 
It Is a 
matter to be determined by reasoning 
and analogy to precedent. 
“ The question as to whether the de­ 
fendants should have been tried for 
conspiracy in connection with one of­ 
fense has not been definitely adjudi­ 
cated and there are possible grounds 
for difference of opinion. 
In such cir­ 
cumstances it is the ordinary and cus­ 
tomary practice to admit the defend­ 
ants to bail.”
